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The High School Newspaper, a 31-iwge booklet by Paul W. Kleser and Mildred £• 
Yule, in 1922 reported that "there are approximately 35 high schools In the state 
which are now publishing separate papers containing school news." 

"A healthy 94 per cent of the schools In the state published a newspaper, a 
yearbook, or both," D. J. Cllne reported for the year 1971-72. There were 210 high 
schools In operation that year In South Dakota, 

Published In 1903, the Bear Butte Breezes of Sturgis may have been the first 
newspaper. Within a decade newspapers or magazines were founded at Lead, Hltchell, 
Washington High School In Sioux Falls, and Watertown. 

The i lass Book was published In 1899 at itoshington High School, Sioux Falls. 
Thf« Phenoi^i at Brookings appeared In 1909, The Intertakes at Madison In 1913, The 
Patee at Oof Springs in 1914. Brookings changed Its year^«ok name from the Phenom 
to the Bcmb In 1918, to the Pheasant in 1926, to the Bobcat In 1930,
